After the Speeders Again. 


News comes from the city hall to the effect that th' 


Fort AVayuo police department has just launched a new 
campaign against automobile drivers and motovrvrle rid- 
ers who violate the speed ordinances, and in strict jus- 
-tice it ought to he stated that s«>me visible evident of carn- 
estness has been supplied by arrests within tho past few 
days. We have had samples of this sort of thing before 
that were excellent while they lasted, but beyond a spas- 
modic attempt at enforcement of the anti-speed law little 
was done and with the relaxing of police vigilam-e condi- 
tions were soon as bad as before. The vehicle driver who 
is bitten by the speed germ needs only to be allowed an 
inch to promptly take a mile, and any tendency on the 
part of the police department to overlook an occasional 
violation speedily results in the drivers throwing all re- 
straint to the winds and dashing through crowded streets 
at a clip that amounts to an ever-present menace to the 
safety of the public. The average pedestrian who uses 
the streets of Fort Wayne is able to recall scores of nar- 
row escapes within his'own experience, while the number 
of persons who suffer injuries as the result of the unlaw- 
ful, speed of the vehicles would amount to a surprising 
total in a year if it were possible to compile the records.

Our property was coufiscatcd and mother, 
my sister and I were given two week's 
in which to leave Siberia, so we came to 
America.

worked; but there was no money for cul- 
ture. I adored music and often went 
without food to hear the operas in Cav

William Wietfeldt, aged 45 year.', a 


well-known contractor :md builder, re- 
siding at 
13UO 
Stoplilet street, was 


drowned Wednesday when a rowboat in 
which he was riding with Christian Heg- 
erfeld. of 1930 Broadway, overturned in 
the channel connecting Lake Jnmcs and 
Snow lake) near Angola. 


Mr. Hegerfeld was also thrown from 


the boat and all but drowned in a vain 
aHeiupt to save bis companion. Neither 
of the men conld swim.

Finalh- Mr. Hegerfeld succeeded 
in rntching-'him about the neck and held 
bus companion's h»n<-] above y.-st«r o.= he 
clung helplessly to the side nf the boat, 
unable to either climb into the ho.it 
himself'or to lift (he form of hi? friend 
into it. and a. few minute?

holding the dead roan upon his arm.

An aged fisherman named

to take the two men from the water, 
but he lacked sufficient strength to lift 
the dead man into the boat, and at hi* 
instructions Mr.' Hegerfeld released his' 
hold on the lifeless body, permitting if 
to sink. It was recovered an hour later 
from the. bottom of the lake.

At 0:30 Sickles notices blood on his 


leg; he had been shot but hadn't puid 
any attention to it at the time.

took a leather strap and buckled it

charge! 


At 7 o'clock he had made Pencil or- 


chard and had done more than any other 
general to defeat the confederate forces 
at Gettysburg. 


That night his leg was cut off and

He. entered the Uni- 
versity of Illinois In the fall of 1S9S. 


in his first varsity game Stahl was 
stationed in the oullield. With the score 
9 to 6 in favor of lllinolH in the ninth 
inning, and the bases filled with MH-hi- 
sanders, Stahl misjudged a Hy ball that 
counted for a home run and brought 
about Illinois' defeat 10 tu 9. Stahl made 
four hits that day and Inasmuch as j.he 
Illinois catcher had given a. mlswiinle 
exhibition, George Huff decided to shift 
Jake from tin- outfield to 
the 
back- 


stopping position. As left sniml on the 
football team in 1902 Stahl helped to de- 
feat the University of Chicago eleven 23 
to 0. by making three touchdowns. 


On his graduation in 1903 Stahl had 


offers to join the Boston Americans and 
the Chicago Nationals. 
He joined the 


former on account of the salary, and dur- 
ing that reason earned a batting average 
in 38 games of .299. 


Stahl was disposed of to Washington 


the followinK season and became a first 
baseman. 'H« took part in 141 games 
and batted ,2iH. In 1905 und 1906 Stub! 
acted 'as manager of the N-atlonalg. Their 
poor showing aflocted his own good work, 
and In 1907 he was- succeeded by Joe 
Cantlllon. Stahl was then sold to the Chi- 
cago White Sox. • but chose to cast hia 
lot with the semi-pros in the Windy city. 
He became the.owner of the South Chi- 
cago club, but as the earnings were not 
as regular'as major league pay days, he 
applied for reinstatement. He then figured 
in the three-cornered deal by which he 
went to New York, Laporte to Boston and 
Parent to Chicago. 


Stahl reported to New York in the 
spring of 1908 and played right Sold, bu 
was sold to Boston in July of that year 
'or a cash consideration. 


He fulfilled a three-year contract, .jv' . 


expired with the season of 1810. and then 
entered tho banking business, not play 
Ing at all last season. This year he re 
turned to Boston as part owner and man 
ager, and has given the Beantown fans 
pennant winer.

eral Electric company, two one-ton dec-' 
trie trucks especially adapted for use 
ill. shops, shop yards and warehouses. 
These little truc!:s are four feet wide 
and seven feet long, including the little 
platform at 
the 
rear 
ou 
which the 


chauffeur rides. They have four rubber- 
tired wheels about sixteen inches in di- 
ameter and are capable of running ten 
miles an hour in case of emergency, but 
ordinarily they will be run.at a speed 
not to exceed four or five miles an hour. 
The driver stands whili: operating the 
truck upon a platform just large enough 
for the purpose. 
When he wishes to 


start the machine he lets his left foot 
rest upon a pedal which comes down to 
a level of the other portion of the foot- 
board.

Sheldon's sensational testi- 
mony of yesterday, when the treasurer 
of the republican national committee for 
the present 
campaign,

swore that the' late Cornelius N. Bliss 
had shown him records which- bore evi- 
dence that Mr. Morgan's firm was one 


with the white

phone. 


"Do you remember any such inci- 


dent?'1 asked Senator Clspp. 


"Nothing whatever." replied Mr. Mor- 


gan emphatically. 


"Xever corresponded over the tele- 


phone, telegraph or by mail with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt that I know of," Mr. 
Morgan added, "nor with any one at the 
white house."
